Spend Five Days On Daufuskie 
Before Going Into Camp. 



Lieut. Col. Jouett Henry In Com- 
mand at Daufuskie Is- 



One Killed Instantly and theOthe. 
Disabled By a Load of 



Savannah, Ga.. April 11.— The 
Third Kentucky regiment arrived 
at quarantine to-day from Matan- 
zas on the transports Florida and 
Kilpatrick. The regiment was in 
iramand of Lieut. Col. Jouett Hen- 
/, who has been in command since 
the departure of Col. T. J. Smith, 
ho arrived here two weeks in ad- 
ance of his troops, ami has since 
een active in making preparations 
for their comfort when they arrive 
from Daufuskie Island, where they 
ill be detained for five days in ac- 
cordance with the regulations of 
e Marine Hospital service. 
At the quarantine station the men 
ere called on to surrender for the 
first time since they departed from 
the States. All their persona! ef- 
fects and the regimental baggage 
had to be given to the Government 
surgeons, who threw everything in- 
to large chests and then injected 
fumes of formaldehyde gas. To 
some of the men this w as not alto- 
gether pleasing, but it w as no more 
than their predecessors had expe- 
rienced, some of whom were heavy 

The systematic manner in w hich 
Lieut. Col. Henry handled his men 
enabled the quarantine force to 
complete the work in short order. 
The regiment was then ready to go 
to Daufuskie Island, about five 
miles distant, where it will be de- 
tained with the Fourth Tennessee, 
Forty-ninth Iowa anil Sixth Mis- 
ri regiments, which have been 
there several days. 

Col. Smith was asked to-night 
about the conditio%gf, his men. He 
said he had had a brief .conversa- 
tion by telephone with Lieut. Col. 
Henry while the regiment w as at 
quarantine, and understood the 
general health was good. Four 
men were left in Cuba, but Col. 
Smith did not learn who they were. 

After the detention period the 
regiment will be brought to the city 
on lighter*, and will be camped 
south of town pending the muster 
out. which it is expected will be 
w ithin the next two or three weeks.

A Robbery Which Could Not Occur in as 
American Train. 

A daring attempt, under novel cir- 
cumstances, to rob cr murder a pas 
st-nger in a train is reported lo havt 1 
occurred in the Hor.lcnux l'n:i- < \ 
press recently, says the London 
Standard, if. Albeit Roux, a Paris- 
ian lawyer, was fctuwiing to the cap- 
ital from tlie.-onflLinid in order to he 
able to sleep on Iff* journey he bad 
taken a seat in a fotipi carriage, in 
which he was the only passenger. As 
soon as the train had started on its 
Journey M. Ron* made preparations 
to lit down, and was dosing, wh. n he 
was awakened by a peculiar ndor 
which seemed to have suddenly in- 
vaded the e0111part111.nl, and which, 
according to M. Roux, resembled 
spirits of wine. As he had a small 
spirit lamp in his traveling hag. M. 
Roux thought this might have 
broken. As he was getting up t 
ipact it ML Roui noticed a man on 
the footboard of his carriage, endeav 
oring to open the door, which, fortu 
nately, was. also locked from the in 
side. If. Roux dn w a revolver which 
he had in his pocket and pulled the 
alarm, the train being brought to a 
standstill between. St. Sulpicc and 
Vavzre. Meanwhile the man had dis- 
appeared from the footboard, and. a- 
he> was not to be found in the train 
after a careful inspection, it is pre- 
sumed that he jumped down as the 
train drew up, and made off across 
count.rv.

discovery was made which leave* no 
doubt a* to the intentions of this mys- 
terious passenger. A snnall hole had 
been drilled through the- division 
which separated the compart in nt-.

While Kentucky win admitted iuto 
the union scarcely a hundred yeais 
ago, many Kentuckians of today are 
not familiar with the origin of the 
umaes of their countie*. and the sub 
joined B'atistice may Dot be without 
1 ''erest. 

Adair county was c irved out of 
Green in 1801. It wis named f ;; 
Governor John Adair, who com 
mauded the Kentucky troop9 at New 
O. leans, auui whose famous coutio 
vorsy with Gen. Jackson over the in. 
putatious cast by the litter on the 
cjuduct of the Kentucky troops 
fiat battle is still remembered by all 
older Kentuckiaus. 

Allen couuty was formed from tht 
counties of Warran and Barren in 
1815, and was named in honor of Col, 
John Allen of Shelby couuty, who 
met .1 soldier's deitb at the fatal 
battle of the river Raisin. 

Barren county was organized iu 
1798 from Warren and Green and 
takeB its name from its "barrens," or 
prairie lauds. 

Clinton county was cut off from 
Wayne aud Cumberland counties iu 
1835, and was named for (Joveruoi 
DeWitt Cliutou of New York. 

Cumberland county was cut off 
from Green iu 17 ( )8andwas named 
for Cumberland river. 

Edmonson county was cut out of 
Warren, Hart aud Grayson in I82i>, 
and perpetuates the memory of Capt. 
John Edmonson, a famous Keutuckv 
pioneer who was slain at the battle ol 
the river RaiBin J auuary 22, 1813. 

Green county was made from part 
of Liucoln and Nehon counties in 
1702, and received its uame from Geu 
Green of revolutionary war

Hardin county was takeu from Nel- 
sou couuty in 17<>2, and was named 
for Col. John Hardin, who was mur 
d-red by the Indians in 17'.»2. 

Hart county was organized from 
Hardin and Green in 181'J, aud was 
named in honor of Capt. Nathaniel 
G Hart, who was captured by the in 
diaus at the disastrous battle of the 
■ cr Raisin, and afterwards assassin 
ed while a prisoner. 
LaRue county was cut out of Har 
diu iu 1843, and was named for a 
i-.tiuguisb.ed early settler of that 
ctiou-Johu LaRue. 
Lincoln county was one ef tLe ori 
giual counties of the state, was formed 
178U, and was named in honor of 
Gen. Benjamiu Lincoln, a distin- 
guished soldier of the revolutionary 
war. 

Marion county was formed by cut 
ting Washiugtou couuty in two iu 
1834, anil received its name from Gen. 
Frauds Mariou of.revolutiouary fame. 

Metcalfe county was made from 
Barieu, Green, Adair, Cumberland 
and Monroe, and was named in honor 
of Governor Thomas Metcalfe, the 
tenth governor of Kentucky. Gover- 
nor Metcalfe was a atouemasou, and 
built the courthouse at Greeusburg 
Ky.,in 1806. 

Mouroe county was carved from 
Barren and Cumberland in 1820, aud 
was uamed in honor of James tibniot 
who had just heeu re elected pres- 
ideut of the United Spates, receiviug 
every vote iu the electoral college but 
one. 

Muhlenberg couuty whh establibhed 
in 1708 out of parts of Logan and 
Christian, aud bears the name ef Gen. 
Peter ^uh'euberg, preacher and sol 
dier of the revolutionary war. 

Nelson county wan the fourth 
formed in the state in 1784, and wae 
named in honor of Governor Thomas 
Nelsou of Virginia, one of the sigueis 
of the declaration of independence. 

Simpson couuty was formed iu 1819 
from Logau, Warren aud Allen coun- 
ties, and bears the name of Capt. 
John Simpson of Shelby county, who 
met his death at the battle of river 
Raisin. 

Todd county was established in 
1819, and was named for John Todd, 
who lost his life at the battle of Blue 
Licks August 1», 1762. 

Warren eouuty was created in 17% 
out of Logan county, aud was named 
in honor of Gen. Joseph Warren, tho 
hero of Bunker Hill.

REPRESENT Us ABROAD. 
Beginnings of Our Relations with the 
World's Powers. 

The first state department of the 
United Stat^ was a "committee for 
the purpose of corresponding with our 
friends in Great Britain, In land and 
other parts of the world," which 
e-peedalj became the directorate for 
foreign relations. Unofficial agents 
were sent out, then regular commis- 
sioners to France, then, in 1777, min- 
isters to other European powers, For- 
tunately hi.-' mm -.1 Christian majesty 
of France held out the gold* 11 scepter, 
received the American minister!, of 
whom Franklin was chief, and 'on 
February •«, rr.H, sealed Lis good 
will by treat ies of alliance and com- 
merce. 

Perhaps congress was too much 
elated by the new dignitj . at anv 
rate, no other European power reeoS 
nized us till the end of the war As 
Frederick the Great expressed it, he 
meant "to go overtotheeideon which 
Fortune shall declare herself." But 
in 1780 there eanie an opportunity to 
join in a European caution— the" so- 
called "armed neutrality"— of Ruseta, 
Holland and the northern powers. 
Francis Dana, of Massachusetts, was 
commissioned "to accede to the con- 
vention of the said neutral and bellig- 
erent powers, protecting the freedom 
of commerce and the rights' of na- 
tions/' but Russia would not receive 
him; and w hen, in 1 782, Holland gave 
a kind of invitation to join, the right 
time had passed by, and the United 
States d.-elined.— Prof. Albert Bush-

How a ship's compass could bead 
her master astray ha.- been one of the 
myeti ties of Lake Superior for yeafj 
bill ii 1,. probably « xplained now by 
one of the vesselmi n in the only way 
that fu ins consistent. One of his 
own boats suffered a wee* ago at 1 
time when he knew his 1 1 mpu t 
were right. Hi.- ship was. hi fldlttg foi 
Dulnth„ and for safety was two points 
south of her con: sc. which should 
have taken her to the- entry at Supe- 
rior, SCVen miles south from the har- 
bor entrance at Duluth. Without 
warning, the vessel grated on a beach 
and stopped. An nne-tigation showed 
her to h< on a sandbank at the mouth 
of the Knife river, ?0 miles east from 
Duluth. She w as heading directly op 
the river,, almost due north, but the 
compass) still held two points south 
of the course for Duluth. The bo<it 
had, by the chart.-, turned almost a 
right angle. Within 12."- feet of cither 
side rock reefl run out into the lak. 
on which she would have cut hersdt 
to pieces. To the southerly side, 
where a trifling les* deviation would 
have taken the vessel, lay an island 
of rock that would have driven her 
bow back to her engines and hunched 
her up into a ball. As it was, a tug 
pulled her off. and a survey showed 
not a dollar of damage. Indeed, noth- 
ing is publicly know n of the fortunate 
accident till this writing, tfanj such 
a casualty has occurred from time 
to time, and the river on which this 
boat brought up has been the scene of 
two or three groundings' every season 
for years-. Some of them have r< stilt- 
ed luckily, others have been total 
lossi I. The only explanation (or 
these grounding* and deviations is 
that a great bed of magnetic iron sand 
lies in the bed of the stream, covered 
by the washings of qiuirtz sand from 
the rocks'of the lake.
